British assault troops in boats 

paddied right into the streets of 
Middelburg to capture this capital 
and communications centre of 
flooded Walcheren Island. They 
were confronted by one of the 
strangest situations of the war. 
_ They found Middelburg literally 
jammed to the rooftops’ with 
refugees from all over Walcheren, 
as well as German troops. There 
was such confusion that the war 
there virtually came to a halt. 

_ British and German troops and 
civilians were jumbled together in 
a chaotic mass. The streets were 
so packed that it was impossible to 
Shoot without danger of hitting 
civilians or one’s own men. 

The capture of the town came as 
the climax to a semi-naval two-day 
siege. Even patrols had to paddle 
into the German lines around the 
town to prepare the way for the 
amphibious assault. While one 
force sefit a flotilla of craft into 
Middelburg from the east, another 


force paddled around the southern 


outskirts to “disembark” in the 


streets on the western side. 


Now attackers, defenders and 
townspeople are jammed on an 
island inside an island, and the 
only way off is by boat. 


The only opposition to the British 
on Walcheren is now coming from 
the small “pocket” in the north, 
where commandos are attacking a 
four-gun battery, which is still 
firing. 

Lieutenant-General Daser, Com- 
mander of the German 70th 
Division, ‘garrisoning the Dutch 
islands, and. 2,000 other prisoners, 
were captured by the British troops 
who took Middelburg.

Medical Plan

N the interest of equilibrium, 

Monday’s summary by a doctor 
of the Medical Association’s pro- 
posals requires the corrective etfect 
of a commentary from someone 
who would not be “ gainfully em- 
ployed” in the proposed services, 
but who would be merely a ‘con- 
tributor towards their maintenance. 

The principle ot grouping together 
in Dublin and other large cities the 
present dispensary class with 
persons whose income does not ex- 
ceed £400 per annum for treatment 
in the health centres may, of course, 
be truly Christian, but . would 
scarcely be either hygieriic or 
practical. Furthermore, there is no 
distinct line of demarcation between 
the point where the poorer class 
ends and the under £400 a year class 
begins. Even this latter group has 
not been very clearly defined. Do 
the doctors mean £400 per annum 
per insured individual, or per 
family, irrespective of its size? If the 
latter, one can immediately think of 
large families with a total income 
of somewhat Ies than this 
amount, which could be reasonably 
described as being. poor, “for the 
prosperity of the individual cannot 
be assessed without advertence to 
his legitimate expenditure.” 

Undoubtedly, the application of 
a well-paid comprehensive panel 
system inclusive of the insured’s 
pendants .is the only possi 
system acceptable to the medical 
profession. But again, while pro- 
vision is made for limitation of 
income from this source, there is, 
apparently, no attempt to limit the 
activities of either the dispensary 
or panel doctor in the realm of 
private ractice. Consequently, 
doctors, if they choose to do so, 
may continue to overwork in order 
to increase their incomes at the 
expense of the interests of their in- 
sured or dispensary patients. 

By including in the panel system 
persons whose income extended up 
to £600 per annum, there would 
be a considerable reduction in the 
number of private patients avail- 
able, and hence it would be scarcely 
worth the average doctor’s while to 
consider private practice. A still 
further inducement would be the 
payment of extra bonuses to dis- 
pensary and panel dottors under- 
taking to do the no private work. 

Referring to. the new medical 
scheme proposed by the Central 
Council of the Medical Association 
of Eire Mr. Rory Henderson, 
Secretary of the National Health 
Insurance Society, said that it was

Northern Government’s 


Challenge 


OTING on the Second Reading of the Housing Bill at 
V Stormont to-day will be taken as a vote of Confidence, 
or otherwise, in the Northern Government. This was announced 
by the Prime Minister, Sir Basil Brooke, yesterday in the House 


of Commons. 


Sir Basil said that the Com- 
mittee stage would not be taken 
until November 21st, to enable 
M.P.s to consult with the Minister 
of Health and Local Government 
on points with which they disagreed. 
This course had been decided upon, 
he said, in. an effort to make the 
measure a unanimous one for the 
good of the country. 

The public galleries were crowded 
for the debate. which :was opened 
by the Prime Minister, who referred 
to a suggestion that, unless the 
Government withdrew Part II of the 
bill, dealing with the establishment 
of the Housing Trust, unpleasant 
circumstances might arise. He did 
not think that the Government 
could be influenced by whether. or 
not a thing was pleasant or un- 
pleasant. hey had a duty to the 
public, and, if the solution were not 
one which the House and the public 
liked, the perfectly normal thing 
was to put the Government out. 

“ That is not unpleasant,” he said. 
“It may be pleasant in some cir- 
cumstances. It is a normal, demo- 
cratic way of expressing the opinion 
of the country.” 


NATIONAL QUESTION 


This was a national, and not a 
Parliamentary, question, added the 
Premier, and the Government 
wished to have the bill through 
before the end of the Parliamentary

BATTLE OF ATTRITION 
IN EUROPE 


URVEYING the situation ‘on 
the European fronts and the 
possibility of any decisive Allied 
action in the immediate future, our 
Military Correspondent writes:— 


A quantitative, and in some cases 
qualitative, “superiority in weapons 
and man-power has permitted the 
Allies. to seize and hold the initia- 
tive, and thus. to decide the nature 
and point of attack. Other things 
being equal, such superiority should 
in itself be decisive; but, with the 
approach to the German frontiers, 
factors of terrain and communica- 
tions arose which militated against 
a continuation of the initial Allied 
momentum. 

At this point the Allied efforts 
were, in effect, canalised, thus 
affording to the Germang an loppor- 
tunity to develop their resources 
against the head of the Allied 
approach. This effect became most 
pronounced in Holland and East 
Prussia, and the result has been 
largely to deprive the Allies of the 
benefits arising from _ their 
superiority in men and material. 

In. Holland and Western Germany 
the combination of waterways, 
forests, defended towns and fortified 
lines has reduced mobility to a 
minimum, and with it the offensive 
value of armoured vehicles. This 
in turn has enhanced the value cf 
defensive weapons, and compels the 


I 
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acceptance by the attackers of the 
fact that success may be obtained 
only. by a slow and deliberate wear- 
‘ing down of the enemy’s power cf 
resistance. Thus, from one of move- 
ment the European war is turning 
rapidly to one of attrition, with all 
the consequences implicit in such a 
description. 

In East Prussia, while no natural 
defences exist on a scale com- 
mensurate with those in Holland, 
the Russian offensive has been 
inevitably directed against’ the 
eastern approach — the Insterburg 
Gap—and here the construction of 
immense artificial fortifications has 
succeeded in staying the Russian 
advance. The effect has been, in 
the end, similar to that achieved 
by the Germans in Holland. 

With equivalent defensive con- 
ditions facing the Americans on 
the Loraine-Vosges front — where 
the French fortresses. are being 
fully exploited by the Germans— 
the possibility of forcing a decision 
becomes localised on the sector in 
Holland where the Allied advance 
to the Maas affords an opportunity 
for a further. offensivé on a much 
extended front. Failing this, the 
combination of deep defences and 
winter weather must inevitably 
bring all movement to a standstill 
and compel the adoption of 
different methods for a solution of 
the . problem. 


SIGNS OF GREAT MOVES ON 
“EASTERN FRONT 


HE virtual collapse of 
German attacks before the 
Insterburg gap in East Prussia, anc 
three days of torrential. rain, causing 
a temporary hold-up outside Buda- 
pest, have led to the first momentary 
pause on the east front for about six 
weeks. But behind the slackened 
operations along the long battle line 
are signs of great Red Army moves 
to come. 

On the near approaches to Buda- 
pest, Marshal Malinovsky is moving 
up infantry into the “ wedges” 
smashed in the German defences by 
his tanks. To the north the Red 
Army is piling up arms and men for 
its next assault on Germany.

Lord Swinton, head of the United 
Kingdom delegation to the Inter- 
national Civil Aviation Conference, 
said yesterday that it would be a 
serious threat to the military 
security of small nations, if 
unregulated competition in the air 
resulted in their having no civil air 
transport planes of their own, states 
a Chicago Reuter cable.

Doctor Struck Off, 


Register 


(THE Medical Registration Council, 

at a meeting in Dublin yester- 
day, decided to erase the name 
of Dr. Isaac David Clein, of 
Trafford road, Salford, England, 
and formerly of Dufferin 
avenue, South Circular road, 
Dublin, from the Register of 
Medical Practitioners in Eire" 

Mr. A. Cox, Solicitor to the 
Council, said that they had received 
from the General Council of 
Medical Education and Registration 
in the United Kingdom a report of 
an inquiry teld by them in May 
24th, 1944, from which it appeared 
that Dr. Clein had been convicted 
of unlawfully issuing certificates -to 
persons engaged on _ essential 
services. 

The General Council had directed 
the Registrar to remove the name 
of Dr. Clein from the Register of 
Medical Practitioners in the United 
Kingdom. 

Mr. P. F. O'Reilly (for Dr. 
Clein) submitted. that the Council 
had no jurisdiction to consider. the 
matter, as the General Council did 
not find the doctor guilty of 
infamous conduct in a professional 
sense, but only guilty of -mis- 
demeanour, which might be thought 
very little of in this country. . Dr. 
Clein was making an application to 
the General Council to have ~ his 
name restored, and he (Mr. 
O’Reilly) suggested that the Council 
postpone the inquiry in the mean- 
time. 

Dr. Clein, said Mr. O'Reilly, had 
qualified in 1932. He was 40 years 
of age and married. After qualify- 
ing in Dublin he went to Salford, 
where he had a.reasonably good 
practice. He had given ten certifi- 
cates to war workers who felt that 
they should: have some time off 
from their work. In-England these 
were regarded as -very serious 
matters, and Dr. Clein had been 
sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment at Salford. He had acted 
more foolishly than criminally.

Dittmar. Talks Of 
Siege War 


Lieut.-General Dittmar, spokes- 
man of the German Hi om- 
mand, stated in a broadcast last 
night, according to Reuter:  . 

“ Theré is a disconcefting ‘feeling 
of claustrophobia in the air now 
that we live within the confines of 2 
besieged fortress.” 

“The Atlantic wall was not as 
dense. or as deep as ' Fortress Ger- 
many’ is to be. We have not yet 
concluded the total mobilisation of 
every ounce of our strength. We are 
still in a transitory period, still open 
to the enemy’s pressure and not yet 
ready for offensive replies. 

“The battlefield between the 
Danube and the River Tisza is un- 
questionably the front which has by 
no means been stabilised yet. The 
threat that hangs over the Hun- 
garian capital affects us as much as 
if it hung over a German province. 

“Many things are still wanting. 
I think first of aerial warfare, in 
which we are. handicapped by the 
loss of spacious airfields, in addition 
to many other factors. 

“As against the ‘cons,’ here are 
Fortress Germany is a 
very large area, self-sufficient ahd 
peopled by men with set, unswepving 
minds. It is assailed by an énem 
whose leaders. at least, know full 
well what difficulties are in store 
for them. Time does not stand 
still for the besiegers, and develop- 
ments in the fields‘of home or inter- 
national policy are never quite out 
of the question.”—(Reuter.)

A remarkable result of war-time 
industrial organising has been the 
emergence of the shop-stewards’ 
movement as an independent 
electoral party.
